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SUNSTROKE SELDOM FATAL. 


Soldier* In Philippines Recover Aft- 


er a Day's Rest and Attention. 
The surgeon general's office at Wash- 


ington sees no cause for serious alarm 
over the many heat strokes reported as 
occurring daily among the American 
troops in the Philippines. Very few 
deaths have resulted from heat prostra- 
tion. According to the advices which 
have been received, most of the Ameri- 
can soldiers prostrated recover after a 
day's care and rest. They are then 
ready to go hack on the firing line. The 
heat in the Ebilippines during the day 
is intense, and when to this beat is add- 
ed the smoke and excitement of battle 
it is to be expected that many of the 
soldiers should become exhausted. Ow- 
ing to the fine physical condition of 
most of the men this exhaustion is only 
temporary, recuperation under proper 
care being rapid, says the St. Louis 


j Globe Democrat. 
' 
The medical corps is providing the 


best of care for the soldiers who fall 
from heat, as well as those who fall 
from bullets. "When the Americans first 
occupied Manila, they foncd a couple 
of 
ice factories already established 


there. Two more fine ice machines have 
"been added to the facilities which al- 
ready- existed. The hospitals in Manila 
are supplied with all ths ice necessary. 
An ice machine has been taken tolloilo 
also, so that the troops there are equal- 
ly •well supplied in this respect. 


A corps of Chinese litter bearers has 


been organized, and has been rendering 
excellent service. 
The litter bearers 


are always close up to the firing line, 
and as soon as one of the Americans 


r falls wounded or from heat they are 01- 


dered up to carry him to the rear 
The 


litter bearers are nearly all using the 
bamboo litters, these having been found 
superior for the work to be done in the 
Philippines to the regular army litters. 
The notion that more men are dying 
or being wrecked by the heat in the 
Philippines than by the Filipino bullets 
is ridiculed by the ofiScers in the sur- 
geon general's office. Some detailed re- 
ports dealing with the subject of sun- 
strokes in the Philippines and the care 
taken of the victims are expected by 
the surgeon general's office by the next 
transport.

Colorado Will Send Solid Gold. Nug- 
get Model of Pike'* Peak. 


Ths commissioners in charge of the 


Colorado gold exhibit at the Paris ex- 
position have decided to send a solid 
gold nugget miniature of Pike's peak 
of $1,000,000 value. 


As a ton of gold is worth $602,- 


928.50, the nugget will weigh about 
1 2-3 tons. It will reach New York city 
under guard in a special car, and thence 
the government will convey it to Paris. 
The espoa/tion commissioners have 
•guaranteed its safe return. 


The ore of the nugget represents 


nearly all the big producers of the state, 
tho Cripple Creek mines being in the 
lead. Definite arrangements have not 
yet been made for casting the nugget. 
The ore which is in hand can be smelt- 
ed at the 
Philadelphia smelter at 


Pueblo, even if the smelter strike con- 
tinues.. Considerable artistic skill will 
be necessary to shape the nugget so as 
to represent the 40 acres of huge square 
bowlders that cover the summit of 
Pike's peak. The canyons and general 
contour of the great mountain will re- 
quire study and skill to fashion prop- 
erly. 


It is purposed to duplicate the moun- 


tain in its natural features, says the 
New York Herald, so that hundreds of 
thousands of visitors to its summit will 
recognize it in the nugget. The signal 
station on the summit, a squat build- 
ing only 18 feet high, but perhaps 40 
long and 15 wide, will appear. Climb- 
ing up Engelman's canyon will appear 
the famous cog road, with perhaps an 
engine and >«a coach, the regulation 
train on the highest railroad in tha 
world. 


A matrix may be prepared in the de- 


tail to show all these things, or skill in 
sculpture may be used in shaping the 
nugget from various minor castings. 
The work was to have been done in 
Denver nt onqe, and the special train 
carrying the nogget mountain might 
• have started for New York city in 30 
days but for the strike.

to Endure Necessary Exposure.

It is not always sufficient to point 


out a danger. It is often of even greater 
importance to show how the danger 
may be averted. Most people.properly 
recognize a cold as avoidable and thmlc 
they are greatly to Ce commended for 
the prudence they exercise in protecting 
themselves, but if they did but know it 
they are really doing all they can to 
make themselves susceptible to colds by 
weakening their resisting powers. 


A German professor once wrote a 


long treatise, "with a learned title, on 
how to avoid catching cold. After trac- 
ing the history of colds from the earliest 
ages, studying their causes and symp- 
toms and cataloguing the remedies 
which have been used by the most emi- 
nent physicians of all times he conclud- 
ed with a short chapter on prevention. 


His plan was to inure the back of 


the neck to drafts by having some one 
direct a current of air upon it from a 
bellows three times a day. 


The writer had the correct- idea, al- 


though its practical application was 
olumsy and he Vas a long time in reach- 
ing it The best and only way to escape 
colds is to meet the causes that produce 
them and not to run from them. 
' Let the body be hardened by a cold 
sponge bath or even a cold plunge, fol- 
lowed 
by brisk rubbing with a 


"scratchy" towel, every morning. Let 
the clothing be adapted to the season, 
though always as light as possible, but 
keep the neck uncovered—no turned up 
coat collar, no muffler, no boa. Never 
let the temperature in. the house rise 
above 70 degrees in the winter. Air 
every room systematically every day, 
no matter what the outdoor tempsrattrre 
may be. Always have fresh air ia the 
bedroom. There is nothing poisonous in 
"night air," popular belief to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 


In a word, don't be always afraid of 


catching cold, don't coddle, bnt meet 
cold and wet and changes of tempera- 
tune like a man, or rather like a horse, 
and you will then run a better chance 
of being as strong as a horse. 


Of course yon must strengthen your 


armor where it is weak, but if you rec- 
ognize in yourself a weak place, a "cold 
spot," don't cover it up with more 
clothes, but toughen it and toughen 
yorar entire body until it is one homo- 
geneous resistant whole.—Youth'sCom- 
pr.nioii.

Big Animals of Long Ago. 


Most of the gigantic animals of geo- 


logical eras belonged to species which 
have completely vanished, and of those 
which have living representatives it is 
difficult to say whether they have un- 
dergone a true change of size or 
whether the modern examples are 
merely survivals of smaller contempo- 
rary varieties. 
The larger animals 


have a tendency to disappear first in a 
partial failure of food supply. Gigantic 
armadillos closely resembling those 
of the present day were formerly 
abundant In South America. The re- 
mains of huge sloths are found in Cu- 
ba and North America. Sharks attain- 
ing a length of more than 100 feet are 
found in comparatively recent fossil 
deposits. 
Another fish which repre- 


sents a larger prehistoric species is the 
American bony pike, which is one of 
of the few survivals of the enormous 
ganoids of the secondary strata. The 
tiny nautilus of the present day had 
kindred 10 or 12 feet long in early 
times. Another small shellfish, the 
pteropod, whose delicately complex 
structure is packed in an inch of shell, 
is found in fossil remains to have 
reached the respectable length of a 
couple of feet. 


The Wilmington'* Voyage. 


The Rio Janeiro papers publish full 


accounts of the exploration journey on 
the Amazon made by the United, States 
gunboat Wilmington. Manaos, where 
her arrival provoked a meeting of pro- 
test, is sitnated about a thousand miles 
from the mouth of the river. The peo- 
ple there never saw a foreign man-of- 
war, nor thought it possible for her to 
reach such a distant point, but the 
Wilmington has gone farther still and 
steamed np the Solimoes fiver nntil 
Iquitoa, the Peruvian town made fa- 
mous by the separatist movement, was 
reached, says tbe New York Herald. 
The Wilmington has thus advanced 
about 2,600 miles into the interior of 
South America, and bos gone almost as 
far as the Cordilleras, a distance only,

|her. I defy the world to show that' he 
ever slew a human being except in the 
protection of his own life or as a soldier 
in honorable warfare.

There were 
lovable and noble traits in the charac- 
ter of my father, else why was it that 
for 16 long yeais, when there .was a 
price on bis head that would have made 
the betrayer rich, not one could he 
found who would betray him ?

"My object in writing this book is 


twofold. Thousands have asked me why 
I did not write such a book and prom- 
ised to buy one if I did write it. If all 
of these keep their promise, it will have 
been a good business venture for me. j 
One of my objects, then, in • writing 
this hook is in the hope it will bring 
some money for the support of my 
mother. ( My other object in writing it 
is to do something to correct the false 
impressions that the public have about 
the character of my father. Others may 
differ from me on this point, hut I be- 
lieve it my duty to tho memory of my 
father that the truth about him be 
told. 
I make no claim to literary 


merit in this book. 'I have had lit- 
tle time in my life to,go to school. 
In the years that boys usually spend in 
school I was at work earning wages for 
the support of my widowed mother and 
the education cf my fatherless sister. 
I have tried to make this book a 
straightforward account of the things I 
write about as I see^them.'' 


In closing the author says: "I have 


had an up hill fight. I ask the public to 
give me the credit of having worthy 
motives and of being desirous of suc- 
ceeding in the world as a business man 
and a good citizen of the good old state 
of Missouri, on whose soil my father 
fought, bled and suffered as few men 
fought and few men suffered for 'the 
lost cause.' "

THE CLEVELAND RIOTS. 


Cars Smashed 


by Mobs on Public Streets, 


Cleveland, June 21.—This city yester- 


day had another series of strike riots. 
One man was shot in the leg, another 
vas badly injured by a brick thrown at 
him and several others were attacked by 
mobs of the locked out street oar men. 


At noon a crowd boarded a Wade 


avenue car and beat the non-union 
motorman into insensibility. The con- 
ductor fled., Another car was stoned. | 
Many women were on board and shrieked | 
with terror as the stones crashed through 
the windows. One woman fainted. 


The passengers escaped as best they 


could'when the stones began to fly, but 
the conductor and motorman were 
struck repeatedly. The latter drew a re- 
volver and fired three times into the 
crowd. He then put on all speed and 
ran his car out of the crowd's reach. 
George Berg, Jr., a strlkin^conductor, 
was hit in the leg by a bullet, which was 
extracted. 


In the afternoon, at the corner of Cen- 


tral and WiMson avenues, 2000 persons 
obstructed the passage of two cross- 
town cars. Bricks and stones were 
thrown and the windows of the cars were 
broken. Non-union Motorman Charles 
Jones was hit with a brick and badly 
injured. Later a car on the South Side 
line was'attacked near the suburb of 
Brighton. The motorman and conduc- 
tor were chased into the woods by a 
mob. 
No arrests were made In either 


case. 
i 


^The people of the South Side made no 
ffttempt to interfere with the running of 
cars on the Clark avenue line so long aa 
there was police protection, but last 
evening there.was a determined effort 
to get at the non-union men who were 
taken to the Holden avenue barns yes- 
terday aftsrnoon to, operate, the cam 
from that end of the line. * 


Soon after dark 5000 persons assembled. 


There were 20 police~nen at the barns, 
tout they were powerless to handle the 
mob. Fences were torn down, and the 
crowd broke into the barns. The non- 
union men escaped to the attic, and the 
rioters 
contented 
themselves 
with 


smashing a few cars. Several wagon i 
loads of police then arrived, and the mob 
was dispersed. At another place on the 
South Side switches were torn up and 
the tracks were blockaded. 


Four hundred employes of the Cleve- 


land Foundry company struck yester- 
day because the company refused to 
discharge a foreman who had ridden on 
a big consolidated car.

Boston, June 21.—The entire Boston 


police force is on the 'lookout for Moses 
Fowler Chase, who was abducted from 
Detroit last Sunday night. It is said 
that he may be held In this city, and in- 
spectors and officers are keeping a sharp 
eye out for any clue that may lead-to the 
discovery of his whereabouts. Chase is 
aged 21, and is alleged to be mentally 
incompetent. He is reputed to be worth 
$600,000, and was abducted from the 
Hotel Cadillac in Detroit. 


Dairymen Want Pi ta: ion. 


Concord, N. H., June ii.—Fifty dairy- 


men met in this city yesterday tb con- 
sider the question of imitation of dairy 
products.

THINKS HIS WIFE IS DEAD, 


The city was treated to another very 


much needed rain storm or rather series 
of showers yesterday afternoon, and 
the rain, was very welcome. Soon after 
4 o'clock there was one accompanied by 
a good deal of sharp lightning. 


This was 4he cause, of a "good-sized 


panic in the Johnson, mill, when the 
lightning struck a -four-inch iron vent 
pipe in the mill. The bo-Jt. set fire to a 
pile of waste; in 6n#of the rooms, but 
the flames were quicklyjextinguished, 
and the damage was very slight. The 
shock caused a panie^amohg the opera- 
tives of the mill, however, and for a few 
minutes no one knew: just what the 
damage was likely to be. The machines 
were all quickly deserted, and the 
works were stopped for about ^0 min- 
utes. The excitement quickly subsided, 
however, and'the mill was started 
again. 


The lightning also struck in other 


places. A tree a short distance from the 
mill"was struck';tit almost the same 
time with the bolt that struck the pipe, 
and the roar of thunder was something 
that the operatives will not soon-forget. 
An old tree in front of J. H. Flagg's 
residence on South State street was 
also struck. 


The storm was much worse north of 


here than it was in the city, taking the 
form of one of'this'worst hail storms 
that this part of the country has seen 
in a long"time. Much damage was done 
by the hailstones, the grain crops being 
flattened, while the leaves were strip- 
ped from the trees'™ many cases. 


In Stamford the Sviiidows'and roof of

badly damaged by' the storm. Many 
windows were broken in houses. A 
man from Stamford this morning re- 
ported that one hail stone measured 
three inches in circumference, while 
from Pownal Center came the re j'orf.
